A PETITION UNDER 37 S 1.182 TO EXPUNGE CONFIDENTIAL MATERIAL

Honorable Commissioner: 

This is a Second Supplemental Letter in support of a recently filed petition under §1.182 
to replace Patent Owner's "original" Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) in the above- 
identified matter. The original IDS inadvertently included information that is subject to a 
protective order in International Trade Commission ("ITC") Investigation No. 337-TA-726 
("726 Investigation"). 

HTC filed a "Statement in Support" of the above petition on September 19, 2012. In 
particular, HTC has supported Patent Owner's previous request to have a 666 page document 
titled on the original IDS as "HTC id: 101" expunged from the PTO records. HTC has stated that 
the document in question, which is marked as "HTC CONFIDENTIAL BUSINESS 
INFORMATION SUBJECT TO PROTECTIVE ORDER" and bears the Bates range 
HTC_FP_ITC_0201095-HTC_FP_ITC_0201760, is HTC's confidential business information 
that is subject to the Protective Order in the 726 Investigation. HTC has fVirther stated it believes 
that the "public disclosure of the confidential HTC materials will be adverse to HTC's 
competitive business interests." Id. at 2. HTC has therefore requested that the above petition to 
expunge be granted. Thus, Patent Owner requests that the 666 page document titled in the 
original IDS as "HTC id: 101" and bearing the Bates ranges HTC_FP_ITC_0201095- 
HTC_FP_ITC_0201760 be expunged. 
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This document is identified as item No. 29 in one of the PTO/SB/08a forms that was filed 
on July 29, 2011 . The relevant page identifying item No. 29 is attached as Exhibit A.

Additionally, Patent Owner is attempting to determine (by a letter to the General Counsel 
of the Patent Office) whether any member of the public has requested a certified copy of the 
prosecution history in any of the below-identified cases. The Office of General Counsel has 
stated that they "expect to send a response out no later than October 4, 201 2." See Exhibit B, 
email fi'om General Counsel dated September 20, 2012. 

IL RELATED CASES 

The above-mentioned matter corresponds to one of the following 10 reexaminations, 
applications and patents: 95/001,431; 95/001,420; 95/001,433; 90/010,834; 90/012,200; 
90/012,090; 11/963,018; 09/213,131; 11/466,629; and 11/512,575. 

Petitions to Expunge have been filed in each of these 10 reexaminations, applications and 
patents. HTC has also filed Statements in Support requesting that the HTC document be 
expunged fi*om all records in each of these 10 cases. 

III. RELIEF REQUESTED 

Patent Owner requests that the 666 page document titled '^HTC id: 101" be 
immediately expunged from all PTO records corresponding to this case and the above- 
identified cases, and that the current "fi-eeze" on public access to non-patent literature (including 
all of the protected references) associated with the above-identified cases be maintained in the 
above-identified matter until the Petitions to Replace are fully decided with respect to all of the 
protected references. 

Attorney Pinchus Lauffer, of the USPTO Office of Patent Legal Administration, has 
verbally stated that the non-patent literature associated with the above-identified cases is 
currently flagged so that it is not available to the public, pending the outcome of these petitions.
